Japanese  Visit,  Study 
Reported  by  Dean  Lloyd 


The  advantage  gained  by  the 
United  States  in  the  Cuban  crisis 
dealt  a severe  blow  to  Commun- 
ism in  Japan,  reported  Dr.  Wes- 
ley P.  Lloyd,  dean  of  the  BYU 
Graduate  School. 

At  the  request  of  the  U.  S. 
State  Department,  Dean  Lloyd 
spent  the  past  two  and  one-half 
months  in  Japan  studying  the 
problems  of  exchange  students 
and  professors. 

THE  SKILLFULL  handling  of 
the  Cuban  situation  by  U.  S.  of- 
ficials, the  attack  by  Red  China 
on  India,  and  the  recent  high  le- 
vel of  prosperity  in  Japan  were 
listed  by  Dean  Lloyd  as  the  main 
elements  causing  disillusionment 
among  the  Japanese  Reds.  Only 
the  hard-core  Communist  leaders 
in  Japan  remain  unimpressed 
with  these  current  advancements, 
he  added. 

The  recent  visits  to  Japan  by 
Walter  Reuther  and  other  U.  S. 
labor  leaders  have  helped  great- 
ly in  orienting  the  Japanese  la- 
bor movement  “toward  the  U.  S. 
and  away  from  Russia,”  Dean 
Lloyd  continued. 

On  Friday  Dean  Lloyd  will  tra- 
vel to  Washington,  D.  C.  to  re- 
port on  his  study  and  offer  sug- 
gestions concerning  the  “expect- 
ed flood  of  overseas  students  in 
this  country  during  the  next  sev- 
en years.” 

“BY  1970  there  will  be  at  least 
100,000  post-graduate  and  doctor- 
al students  studying  in  the  U.  S.

Americans 
Killed  in 
S,  Viet  Nam 


SAIGON,  South  Viet  Nam, 
(UPI)  — Three  Americans  were 
killed  and  four  others  wounded 
Wednesday  in  a furious  battle  in 
which  Communist  Guerilla  fight- 
ers shot  down  five  U.  S.  Army 
helicopters  in  the  Plain  of  Reeds 
south  of  Saigon. 

The  dead  included  an  Army 
captain  and  two  sergeants.  The 
captain  was  a military  adviser  to 
Vietnamese  troops  who  launched 
a major  offensive  against  the 
Communist  Viet  Cong  guerillas. 

THE  NEW  deaths  brought  to 
30  the  number  of  Americans 
killed  in  action  since  the  United 
States  began  aiding  South  Viet 
Nam  in  its  war  against  the 
Communist  rebels. 

A U.  S.  military  spokesman 
said  the  captain  was  shot  to 
death  when  Communist  ground 
fire  peppered  the  helicopter  in 
which  he  was  riding. 

Besides  the  five  downed  heli- 
dopters,  four  others  were  hit  by 
Viet  Cong  automatic  weapons 
fire,  just  north  of  the  village  of 
Tan  Hiep  on  the  eastern  edge 
of  the  Communist-dominated 
Plain  of  Reeds. 

THE  FIVE  downed  h'elicopters 
were  the  most  the  Communist 
jungle  fighters  ever  had  been 
able  to  drop  from  the  sky  in  a 
single  day.  However,  two  of  the 
machines  were  repaired  quickly, 
and  flown  back  to  their  base  near 
Saigon. 

Vietnamese  troops  rushed  in  to 
guard  the  other  three  while  mech- 
anics hurriedly  attempted  to  get 
them  back  into  flying  shape. 

One  of  the  downed  helicopters 
was  a new  HU-IB,  first  of  its 
kind  the  Communists  had  ever 
been  able  to  put  out  of  action. 
The  others  were  H-21  helicopters 
from  the  93rd  Helicopter  Co., 
based  at  Soc  Trang.

Students  returning  to  campus 
from  the  holidays  will  find  that 
they  can  now  find  complete  bank- 
ing facilities  to  serve  them  with- 
out having  to  make  trips  to  down- 
town offices. 

The  service  is  being  provided 
by  the  State  Bank  of  Provo,  Uni- 
versity Branch.  The  facility  is  be- 
ing housed  temporarily  on  the 
main  floor  of  the  Smoot  Admin- 
istration Bldg,  until  offices  for 
the  bank  are  completed  in  the 
new  Y Student  Center. 

THE  UNIVERSITY  Branch 
will  provide  .complete  banking 
facilities  including  travelers 
checks,  cashiers  checks,  loans, 
checking  accounts,  as  well  as  sav- 
ings accounts. 

The  only  facility  that  won’t  be 
provided  on  -campus  is  that  of 
real  estate  loans.  According  to 
Blaine  Hadley,  branch  manager, 
the  real  estate  loans  will  be  han- 
dled through  the  downtown  of- 
fice. 


Banking  hours  will  be  from 
9:30  a.m.  to  3 p.m.,  Monday 
through  Friday  of  each  week. 
Later  hours  on  pay  days  and 
Fridays  are  now  under  consider- 
ation, according  to  Manager  Had- 
ley. 

AT  PRESENT  the  Bank  is 
staffed  by  two  people,  the  branch 
manager,  Blaine  Hadley  and  head 
teller,  Velene  Abbott.  Mr.  Hadley 
has  been  with  the  State  Bank  of 
Provo  for  five  years.  Prior  to  his 
being  named  manager  he  was  In- 
stallment Loan  Manager  with  the 
downtown  office. 

The  new  campus  service  op- 
ened for  business  on  December 
20.  Although  there  are  only  two 
employees  at  present,  there  will 
be  more  added  as  business  merits, 
stated  Miss  Abbott. 

According  to  Lyle  Curtis,  Y 
Student  Center  Director,  this  is 
the  first  banking  facility  on  any 
campus  in  the  United  States  as 
far  as  he  has  been,  able  to  deter- 
mine.
